When tbe " Commission of Lunacy" 


waited upon Rnloff, he promptly informed 
them that tbe proposal did not 'originate 
with himself; and in tbe oonrse of the 
conversation which ensued between the 
prisoner and tbe pbyrieians they drew on 
some facts in regard to his past life. Thi 
report of tbe interview is taken from an 
authoritative source and may be rehei 
npon aa substantially correct. 


Rnloff said that be would prefer not to be 


asked where he was born, but it was in 
the North, his parents were of sound an< 
vigorous health; his father died when h 
was five years o\i, and an uncle took 
care of him. He went to schools and got 
through the high school, studying all th* 
English branches, before he was fourteen 
his uncle declined to bave him stndy the 
classics unless bo intended to enter 
a profession. His own desire wan to stndy 
them und be a gentlemen. He wished to 
lay a broad foundation and acquire a gen 
era! education. He entered a lawyer's 
office as a clerk, simply for the purpose of 
earning a living and at the same time have 
leisure to pursue his studies; took up 
chemistry and botany, Greek and Latin 
He remained two years there, devoting all 
his leisure to stn4y, begrudging even the 
time it took him to eat his meals. He 
then en lured a store as clerk, where he 
continued the same stud;, keeping his 
books open on the desk, and taking every 
leisure moment. '*>r study. Afterwards he 
commenced the atudy of medicine, with 
the intention of becoming a physician, 
but also continued hie etntly of languages. 
At about this time ho married, snd at 
twenty-five years of age km career was in-

TKN YEARS AT AUBURN. 


The crime for which Rnloff served ten 


years at Auburn, was tha abduction of hia 
wife and child in 1843., It was believed 
he had murdered them, far no trace of 
them was ever obtained, and indeed he 
confessed an much to bin counsel. He wan 
tried and convicted npon the charge of ab- 
duction, and sentenced to ten years im- 
prisonment, which be fully served.
